To any worn and worried wo- 
men whose job it is to patch binder 
canvas it will come as welcome 
news that the paste-patching job I 
did last week really worked. For 
which I am truly thankful, because 
no sooner was the wheat cut than 
the canvasses were brought to the 
house again for more. repairs. Of 
course We really need new can- 
vasses but it’s a qtléstion whether 
we could get them and even if #+ 
could I suppose the price would be 
just about out of sight. So | guess 
we'll go on patching. And in case 
there are any like-minded, people 
around perhaps I should explain 
just how this patching is done. 

* = . 


Spread the binder canvas out on 
the floor. Cut patches the desired 
size and paste well with a fairly 
thick flour and water paste. Smooth 
the patches on to the canvas very 
carefully with your fingertips. Turn 
canvas and put similar patches on 
the other side so that you have 
two patches covering the same tear, 
Now get a hot iron and keep iron- 
ing until patches are dry, taking 


care, before lifting the iron, to run ‘ 


it well past the edge of the patch 
—otherwise the patch will lift as 
you raise the iron. It takes quite 
a while for the patches to dry so 
it is really better if the job can be 
done overnight. | was thinking this 
morning that the patches might 
stick even better if a little size 
were mixed in with the paste.

“My neighbor tells me that 1 can 
do up fruit withoyt sugar, It seems 
to mre it would not keep. Please 
tell me if 1 can do it this way” ‘as 
my sugar ratio.. doesn't seem- fo 
go very far.” 

The keeping quality of canned 
fruit does not depend on the addi- 
tion of sugar but rather on suffi- 
cient processing and the use of air- 
tight sealers, However, the shape, 
color and flavor of some fruits are 
retained better when some sugar is 
added, 

There are two methods that may 
be followed in canning fruit with- 
out sugar, Small juicy fruits, ber- 
ries, cherries, rhubarb and juicy 
plums, should be washed and part 
of the fruits crushed in the bottom 
of a preserving kettle. The re- 
maining fruit is then added and 
heated for a few minutes or until 
juice’ just starts to flow. If neces- 
sary, a little water may be added 
to prevent scorching. The sealers 
are packed solidly, crushing fruit 
down slightly so that it is covered 
with juice, .The filled sealers are 


then processed. 


Large fruits, such as peaches, 
pears, and plums are prepared and 
packed in the sealers, Two inches 
of boiling water should be put in 
the bottom of the canner, the un- 
covered sealers placed on the rack 
in the canner which should be coy- 
ered tightly. The filled sealers are 
then steamed from 20 to 30 min- 
utes or until the fruit shrinks and 
the juice fiows The sealers are 
then removed from the canner and 
the fruit and juice from one or two 
of the sealers is used to fill the oth- 
ers. If there is not sufficient juice 
to completely cover the fruit, boil- 
ing water-may be added. The lids 


are then put on, partially sealed 


and the sealers processed the re- 
quired time, If the fruits canned by 
this method are to be served for 
dessert they require some prepara- 
tion before using. The juice should 
be drained off, enough water added 
to make two cups of liquid for 
each quart sealer, then brought to 
a boil, sweetened to taste and pour- 
ed over the fruit. Best flavor is de- 
veloped if this is done several 
hours -before using so that the fruit 
will be thoroughly sweetened. 

The processing times vary 
cording to the fruits canned. 
Complete tables for processing will 
be found in the bulletin, “Home 
canning. of fruits and vegetables” 
available\free of charge, upon re- 
quest, from the Department of Ag- 
riculture in Ottawa. 


See More Sugar 
After September 


There miay be gooa news for 
sugar users for the last quarter of 
1946, says the Financial Post. 

Recently, officials in both Can- 
ada and the United States decided 
no change should be made in pres- 
ent allocations foi the third quar- 
ter. But supply is now tending to 
equal or slightly to exceed demand. 
And since authorities both here 
and in the United States are agreed 
they will mot “hoard” supplies at 
this stage, continuation of present 
satisfactory trends may mean a 
small increase to some types of 
consumers in the last quarter. 

Four weeks’ sugar figures re 
leased from Ottawa last week may 
be misleading. They show in one 
place that stocks of refined sugar 
are 42% up over last year. But 
they also show that stocks of raw 
are down 30%. Over-all, on a 
strictly comparable basis, the pre- 
sent total Canadian supply is 
almost exactly where it was a year 
ago.

MADOC FASCINATES 
TORONTO VISITOR

This pioneer house we are writing 
in is about 60 ft. long, has ten rooms, 
jan on one floor, offers welcome 
jthrough four front doors, and is 
painted white with blue trimmings. 
Next year it will/ be a century old, 
and is so sturdily built of wood over 


a frame of panelled; home-made bricks 


jthat with the same care it has had 
down the long years, it will be as 
| good as ever a century hence. Elect- 
ric light and polished oak floors are 
the only modern touches. A century 
old, yet if the visitor were told that 
this home represented the latest idea 
iim house construction, he would not 
be hard to convince. For with those 
four front entrances, all that is need- 
ed to convert the building into four 
self-contained units, is the 
“locking of four inner doors. Its loc- 
‘ation is on a. gentle slope amid fine 
| farming country, three miles west 
,of ‘Madoc in Hastings County; and 
the owner is Mrs. Jenny O'Hara Pin- 
|cock, our hostess. She is an artist, 
_writer and musician, and a descend- 
ant of the pioneers who built her 
fascinating abode. Many of her paint- 
lings adorn its walls—local scenes, 
‘glimpses of Algonquin Park, and one 
delightful study of the white and blue 
, house, Millbrook Meadows, in which 
,we are spending a few days. 
, Sawmill of Early Days 
| Some of the furniture here was 
made by the pioneer ancestors of our 
hostess, and made to last forever. 
| And cherished now as relics of those 
brave old days are such things as a 
‘ spinning-wheel and hand loom, wood- 
,en hay forks. and other small imple- 
ments of the farm, patiently cut by 
hand and as good as new. Even. the 
long pole and part of the old oaken 
bucket are preserved but not used, 
at the well. Now a peaceful summer 
reaidence, this long house was once 
the centre @egreat activity. Beside a 
stream once dammed to make u lake 
of many acres that emptied its wat- 
ers over a falls to turn a ponderous 
wheel, are still solid remains of a 
century-old sawmill, a mill worthy 
of restoration for its historical value. 
How long ago it was that 4 broad 
shingle was nailed to a beam there, 
we know not. But it is still there, and 
carved in. perfect, script on it, a re- 
minder of old time canniness, are the 
words “Positively no Credit”. Broad

Right off the newsroom = the 
thoughtful French Foreign Office 
has installed a bar. Another bar 
and tearoom was built on the first 
floor for delegates and their guests 
In one wing, five large rooms over- 
looking the gardens are being trans- 
formed into a restaurant and kit- 
chens. Lunch and dinner bere will 
cost a littl more than a dollar, 
cheap in France today. 


No Elevators 


Delegates and reporters are g0- 
ing to have to climb the grand or- 
namental staircase to the confer: 
ence chamber. The building has no 
elevators. But once they get there, 
they should be comfortable. Cush- 
ions for their chairs have been up- 
holstered in leather on one side to 
make them cooler in the summer 
Should the conference extend over 
into winter, all the delegates will 
have to do is turn the cushions 
over; the other side is upholstered 
in red velvet for cold weather. 


Acoustics in the conference hall 
are excellent, and the French have 
installed a system of indirect light- 
ing that automatically increases in 
brilliancy as daylight outside begins 
to fade.

Better In Than Out 
When Storm Raging 


The chance of not being struck by 
lightning’ is approximately 365,000 
to 1, says Dr. G, D. McCann, West- 
inghouse engineer, whose specialty 
is lightning. About 400 persons will 
probably be killed by lightning this 
year, 33,000 in household accidents 
and about 40,000 on the nation's 
highways. 

Most lightning casualties occur 
in small towns and rural communi- 
ties, according to Dr. McCann. The 
city dweller is relatively safe, 
chiefly because he weldom has far 
to go to reach shelter. Besides, the 
shelter is bigger and safer. Be- 


-cause steel skeletons of skyscrapers 


serve as electrical conductors, tall 
buildings of a city afford almost 
complete protection. 

The ordinary city dwelling is a 
pretty good haven. Thunderbolts 
strike hundreds: of such buildings 
and homes every year, but the tops 
and sides shed the lightning into 
the ground. The structure is un- 
damaged and the occupants are un- 
aware that anything has happened, 

Almost anywhere indoors is pre- 
ferable to being out in the open 
when a storm is raging.

U.N. To Settle 
French Indo-China 


Frontier Dispute 

Siam has handed the United Na- 
tions Security Council an intricate 
problem in requesting mediation of 
her historic frontier dispute with 
French Indo-China. 

It involves the unexplored prob- 
lem of defining sovereignty over 
areas in three Oriental kingdoms 
which have been pawns of 19th 
century imperialism and 20th cen- 
tury Japanese aggression. 

The French laid claims in 1867 
to 
Siam. In 1907 Siam yielded the dis- 
puted territories—under coercion 
and a French show of force, the 
Siamese insist—to the hodge-podge 
of tribes and little kingdoms which 
France unified to a degree in form- 
ing the Indo-China empire. 

Minor skirmishes continued - in- 
termittently along the Mekong un- 
til it was engulfed by the organized 
warfare creeping in from Japan in 
1940-41, Then, after France had sur- 
rendered to Germany and with 
Indo-China prostrate under Japa- 


nese control, Siam struck eastward, 


to expand her realm. [t was a small- 
scale and almost unrecorded war 
but airplanes were used in combat 
where disputes even now often are 
settled with crossbows and arrows, 


Liberatec France now is the only 
Allied power which has not made 
or maintained peace with Siam, 
The French have rebuffed Siamese 
offers to end their “technical state 
of war,” and the French colonial 
administration at Saigon has made 
it clear, the Siamese say, that peace 
will be made only after the ter- 
ritories are -handed back to Laos 
and Cambodia. 


U.S. Crop Outlook: 
A Bumper Harvest 


Ft, 


Phe United States is well on the 
way toward ite sixth consecutive 
bumper harvest. 


In fact, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment in its latest monthly crop re- 
port said the current outlook for 
total farm production has seldom 
been surpassed. 

The report said conditions pre- 

vailing July 1 indicated a record 
corn crop, near-record crops of 
wheat, oats, potatoes and rice, and 
large crops of vegetables and most 
fruits, 
_ If the grain’ crops turn out as 
now indicated, the United. States 
will be in a position to carry out its 
commitment to send 250,000,000 
bushels of wheat to shortage areas 
during the next 12 months and still 
maintain production of livesteck 
products—meats, milk, eggs and 
poultry—at levels near those of the 
past year. 

The crop outlook was not with- 
out its dark spots. The production 
of oilseeds—soybeans, peanuts and 
flaxseed -- will be below wartime 
levels and below demands. Margar- 
ine, shortening, salad oils and 
paints are principal products made 
from the oilseeds. Likewise, the rye 
and barley crops may be the small- 
est since the droughts of the 30's. 

On the brighter side was a fore- 
cast that the domestic sugar crop 
may be 25 per cent larger than last 
year's abnormally small crop.

Great Britain ue 
Faces Coal Crisis 


Britain's coal shortage, a constant 
threat in war, ig proving an equal 
peril in peacetime. 

Fog the fifth year in succession, 
nobody can-say definitely whether 
the country will have enough coal 
to keep going during the winter. 

The coal problem assumed crisis 
proportions in 1940 after the gov- 
ernment allowed a number of coal 
miners to leave the pits for the 
armed forces or war factories. As 
the svar developed, the demand of 
munition factories and other estab- 
lishments grew tremendously and 
the mining industry's manpower re- 
serves wore thin, Falling output per 
man—accentmated by a deteriora- 
tion in physical standards-——-was an- 
other factor. 

Today British coal mines still are 
short of workers and output pet 
man has not improved to a point 
that would offset the shortage. 

Nationalization of the mines by 
the Labor government may improve 
the situation, but as yet the gov- 
ernment has not had time to me- 
chanize the industry to a level com- 
parable with that in the United 
States coal mines. 

Demands for coal, electricity and 
coke for industrial purposes are 
steadily rising. Domestic consump- 
tion is still on the increase, fed by 
the large niimber of electrical ap- 
pliances now available to the pub 
lie.

Instead of 
doing this, if a pan of cold water is 
placed in the oven it will lower the 
temperature gradually.

A. By mixing two ounces of 
elder flower water with an/ equal 
quantity of distilled water. 

Q. How can I prevent the dis- 
coloration caused by a bruise? 

A. If very hot cloths are applied, 
one right after another, it often 
prevents discoloration. 

Q. How can I economize on 
butter? 

A. One potind of butter can be 
made equal to two pounds by add- 
ing gtadually to one pint of butter 
one pint if milk and a little salt; 
beat with an egg-beater until 
smooth? Put into a mold and set in 
a cool place. 

Q. How can I keep winter coats 
free from months? 

A. Have a small window light in 
the coat closet. It will also afford 
air to clothing that might other- 
wise become musty. 

Q. How can I remove fly paper 
from garments and furniture? 

A. By washing with lukewarm 
water.

Christian Standards 


The Lord Jesus was perfect Man 
as well as perfect God. He. sub- 
mitted to the laws and conditions 
of our nature which He had taken 
upon Himself. As Jesus’ body grew 
i. stature, so His mind increased 
in wisdom. The divine nature of 
our Lord revealed itself with the 
growth of His human nature. We 
are not to think that Jesus gradu- 
ally grew in the favor of God, as 
though there was a time when He 
was without it. As He grew so He 
received more evidence of God's 
favor and of man’s gootl will. 


Parents and Children 


From the example of our Lord 


we now turn to the injunction of 
His servant Paul. As Jesus was 
subject\to His parents during the 
long yeats in Nazareth, so every 
child should follow His example 
and render obedience to his par- 
ents.

JANE BAILEY, 94, 
OF MADOC DISTRICT 
‘RECALLS HER EARLY 
EXPERIENCES AS PIONEER

The lumber wagon creaked as it 
bumped its way over the rough road. 
Rutted grooves in the roadway mark- 
ed the tracks of the vehicles. The 
morning sun shone brightly over the 
verdant green of the lush fields, and 
the rolling hills of Hastings. 

Song birds carolled a wedding 
march to the young couple who sat 
in the rear of the wagon. The driver, 
an elderly man, occasionally stole 
smiling glances over his shoulder 
from his perch on the high pole seat. 

For these. young couple had been 
made man and wife but a short time 
ago. Ahead ‘lay the rutted road, and 
a new life. An hour previous, after 
the Rev. M. Gordon, Bible Christian 
minister of Belleville had joined them 


ren of the neighbors’ wives, acting 
as doctor for the family and the 
neighbors, picking berries after walk 
ing seven miles to the berry patches 
and oftimes after a day's work 0° 
this nature, lay at night in a corn- 
field with a gun waiting for crop- 
destroying bears to put in an appear- 
ance. 

In those days, transportation pro- 
vided a problem. The doctor lived ir 
Madoc some distance away, and at 
times was unobtainable. Very few 
case in the vicinity, maternity and 
otherwise had a doctor's care. 

These sturdy women of the era 
provided their own medicine and care. 
“We would put caustic on a piece of 
cedar and swab the disease out of the 
children’s throats,"’ Mrs. Bailey said 
The favorite remedy for that dis- 
ease young boys get in the Spring 
was a hot bath in which budding ced- 
ar boughs had been placed. That us- 
ually proved a cure. 

They went to the woods and gath- 
ered supplies of sarsaparilla, burdock 
wld cherry, dandelions, ginseng roots 
and slippery elm bark. From these 
they made “medicine” not very tasty 
to the boyish palates perhaps but ef-

time, and had started for their new 
home in the hinterland of Hastings. 

That was seventy-three years ago. 
The bride, Mrs. Jane Bailey, was the 
former Jane Gibson of Tyendinaga. 
The tall, well-built groom was John 
Bailey, of Madoc Township. The 
“chauffeur” of the wedding coach 
was John Gibson, father of the bride. 

Today the bridegroom of that sum- 
mer’s day nearly three-quarters of a 
century ago, is dead. But his bride 
ninety-four year old Mrs. Jane Bail- 
ey, who resides on the old Bailey 
homestead near Cooper, still retains 
the memories of those days when the 
pioneer men and women of Hastings 
put their gpllective shoulders to the 
wheel, new their homes from the 
virgin timber, and raised iarge 
healthy families on the provender 
from the rich fertile soil. 

The other day from an amazing 
retentive memory, this remarkable 
old lady recalled many events that 
have marked her life from the time 
of her “lumber wagon honeymoon” 
to the present. 

Mrs. Bailey’s eyesight is not as 
good as it was twenty years ago. She 
walks about her home with the aid of 
a cane. Not because she is physically 
unable to get around, but because of 
one of the rare accidents that occur- 
red to her during her life. A week 
aéo she slipped and suffered a minor 
injury t» her left leg. 

Her mind is tremendously alert. 
She sneaks quickly. with no time for 
cudgelling mental facts. They are at 
her tongue tip. The names of the 
neighbors, long since departed, the 
dates of their children’s birth; the lot 
concessions, and the “night the black 
diphtheria struck the Blatheny place” 
are recalled instantly without hesita- 
tion. 

She sat in a spotless sun-swept 
kitchen of the home she has known 
nearly all her married life. Onposite 
her at the table sat her third son. 
Mr. Herbert Bailey, Madoc, ‘well- 
known former cheeseman and dairy 
inspector for that section of Hast- 
ings. 

“When did you move here, Mother” 
he asked. , 

Quick mf a flash came the reply. 
“When you were a baby, 67 years 


_|ago. You were born in January and 


we came here from the other place 
in March.” 

She smiled as she recalled that 
day, 73 years ago, when she first 
saw her new home. ‘‘We stopped on 
our wedding trip, and fed the horses 
alongside the road. He had lunch on 
the grass, and our honeymoon jour- 
ney ~t twelve hours. We left 
home at six a.m. and arrived here at 
six that night.” 

This bride of that pioneer era did 
not move into a “rose-covered cot- 
tage with white fences round it.” Her 
“cottage” was a log cabin, with a 
huge stone fireplace. Cooking was 
done on large flat stones in front of 
the fire. 

The women of today couldn't stand 
the life of that period, Mra. Bailey 
thinks. “They are too soft, and wanr 
verything done for them,” 
her eyes alight with sincerity.

Mrs. Bailey was a tailoress ir 
telleville prior to her marriage and 
ifter her family began to arrive, her 
ibility along this line stood her i 
rood stead.

“The women of today aren't much 
good along that line,” Mrs. Bailey 
said. When they have babies thev 
go to hospital and then don’t want 
to nurse their children. Half the 
young ones would be a lot bet- 
ter if they were raised the way the 
Lord provided.” 

Mrs. Bailey recalled the time when 
the dread black diphtheria spread 
death among the residents of her 
little settlement. “The Blatheny fam- 
ily lost eight of their ten children in 
a little over a week. Two died in one 
day—-and when they got back from 
burying them they found another 
dead.” 

Farmers made crude coffins out 
of their own lumber. The little corp- 
ses were taken to the burying 
ground in lumber wagons. 

Raising w femily, and feeding it. 
however, was but part of the duties 
of the women of Mrs. Bailey's youth 
In the Spring she followed her hus- 
hand in the fields, dragging the new 
earth with harrow and horses as he 
sowed by hand ahead of her. In the 
summer she stooked grain, and mow- 
ed away in haying time. 

With neighbors she trudged seven 
miles to pick berries. Every summer 
a plentiful supply of this fruit was 
“lajd by” and dried. Dried berries 
and maple syrup were eagerly antic- 
ipated by growing children in the 
winter time. 

On one occasion when Mrs. Bailey 
was picking berries she found a 
“pretty stone near a bush.” She ad- 
mired it for a moment and then afraid | 
of losing it she secreted it in the | 
bush foliage. She didn’t know at the | 
time that she was being watched. *A | 
little later a man who had observed | 
her looking at the stone, strolled by | 
the bush, glanced furtively about him 
and took the stone. The “‘stone” was | 
a piece of rich gold quartz and some 
time later the Craig Gold Mine open- 
ed up in that vicinity. , 

Mrs. Bailey, a staunch Methodist 
in her younger days, hewed straight- | 
ly to the religious line. She did not | 
believe in dancing, cards or smoking. 
Her six stalwart sons were never al- 
lowed to smoke in the house. Many 
a surreptitously hidden pipe and deck 
of cards were burned when found by 
their mother. Occasionally, after the 
sons grew up, they tried to “put one 
over” by locking themselves in one 
room and puffing the weed.

Polymer Corporation of Sarnia 
produced a total of 212,641,000 
pounds of buna-S and butyl rubber 
from September, 1943, until March 
of this year, according to figures 
just recently released. 

The demand for Sarnia-made 
rubber, it is reported, is now at 
the highest level in the history of 
the company. . No prediction -is 
made as to how long this extra- 
ordinary demand will continue, but 
opiion is that a substantial demand 
will be maintained indefinitely. 

A year ago Polymer was turning 
out only one kind of buna-S. To- 
day it is producing four types, plus 
three types of buna-S latex. In the 
same period the plant added a new 
commercial type of butyl to its pro- 
ductive capacity.

its new Director-General, Sir John 
Orr. 


Mat only did the war cause the 
present YOod crisis but its damage 
to the world’s &griculture indus- 
try will be felt for years. The job 
agricultural rehabilitation is 
staggering. 

UNRRA has. already shipped 
more than $69,000,000 worth of 
tractors, seeds, horses, mules, cows, 
and fertilizer into occupied cotn- 
tries to help agricultural produc 
tion. Lack of funds has forced it 
to give up much of the agricultural 
rehabilitation program in lieu of 
supplying food directly. 

In addition UNRRA experts are 
trying to eliminate certain insect 
pects which increased during the 
war and spread disease among cat- 
tle and crops. They plan to bring 
in chickens to restock almost non- 
existant poultry stocks.

Change in Paint Surface 


Ordinary paints should dry with

Ross ‘Munro, Canadian Press 
correspondent with the Canadian 
forces in Europe, has travelled with 
the Canadian Army wherever it 
went.

RISE IN NEWSPRINT PRICES 
WORRIES PUBLISHERS 


Aside from strikes that have caus- 
ed a‘ rise in the price of machinery 
supplies in the newspaper field, 
other serious advances have been 
made in the cost of newsprint during 
the past three months. First came 
the decision of the Prices Board per- 
mitting an advance of $9.00 a ton, 
(which in the case of the Review using 
sheet newsprint shot the cost up to 
$12 per ton). Then two weeks ago 
when the Canadian dollar was 
brought to parity with the U.S.A. 
dollar, a further rise of $6.80 per ton. 
was indicated by at least one Canad- 
ian producer. This total of $15.80 has 
caused publishers seriously to as- 
sess what shouki be done in the case. 
The pre-war price of newsprint was 
around $44.00 per ton. With wartime 
advances and these latest impositions 
the present average price is $70.00 
per ton. This means an increase of 
60% in one line only and we set 
it down for the information of readers 
particularly farmers, whose costs 
have risen during the war all along 
the line. Where the spiral will top off 
is anyone’s guess. 

The Review has continued to absorb 
all these costs without raising any of 
the burden along to its subscribers, 
with other costs raising daily it ap- 
pears the subscription price of the 
Review will shortly have to be ad- 
vanced to $2.00 per year. Very-few 
weekly papers are now in the $1.50 
field. the majority having advanced 
into the $2.00 este quite recently. All 
daily papers have als. ofdvanced their 
rates. What the future holdi ‘will, 
made known to Review subscri 
shortly.

HISTORY OF MADOC 
PUBLIC SCHOOL 


The following is taken from an 
article prepared by Miss Mary Mac- 
kintosh and used by Mrs. McCaffrey, 
when former pupils gathered atthe 
Public School during the Old Boys’ 
Reunion. 

Mr. Frederick E. Seymour of Ma- 
doc in a letter to the Editor of the 
Documentary History of Education 
says: 

The first school ever taught in® the 
Township of Madoc was at a spot 
about two miles from the village of 
that name—now known as O'Hara's 
School House or: School Section No. 
2. The first teacher we Mr. George 


‘|Ryan, who began to teach in 1830. 


He was succeeded by Mr. Jeremiah 
Vankleek. A private school was 
taught in 1837 by Miss Davis. In the 
Public School there was a consider- 
able hiatus between these two teach- 
ers and the next that came. From 
about 1838, at intervals, for seven or 
eight years, a school wos kept up by 
private subscription, of which Miss 
Emeline Olmstead, an American, was 
the teacher. In the meantime a school 
house was built and for a time—less 

a year—a teacher named Mr. 
Duncan Cameron was employed. He 
was a young man of some education 
and culture. After his departure Miss 
|Olmstead kept the school open for 
several terms gratuitously. 

In 1842 Miss Olmstead re-opened 
the school in a log house owned by 
Mr. Percival Seymour and continued 
ito teach until 1844, when a Public 
| School was opened, the first teacher 
being Mr. Donald Cameron. The 
school books used were for the most 
part American. 

There was a school on Durham 
| Street abougywhere Dr. Eagleson or 
lL. Reeves live. Perhaps thie was the 
one mentioned by Mr. Seymour as 
being opened in 1844. This was burn- 
ed. The School Sectioh No. 1, Madoc, 
| was preparing to build a new school, 
A load of lime was deposited against 
the old building. During the night 
this heated and fire resulted, burning 
it down. There seems to have been 
schools held in different places— 
some of them were likely private 
schools. One of these was where 
Blue’s store is, another where Mr. 
Hulin lives and still another where 
Mr. C. Whytock lives. School was 
‘held upstairs in a building where 
Mr. Brett is. This was after the 
jlog school burned. 

The next public school was built, 
as nearly as can be found out, about 
1855 on ‘the site of the present 
school. It was a brick building divid- 
ed into two rooms by a board parti- 
tion. The door into the principal's 
room was on the north side and that 
into the other room at the rear of 
the east side. There was no door be- 
tween. A block of Madoc marble was 
placed over the north door. One of 
those who helped build it was Mr. 
Embury, Bruce Embury’s grandfath- 
er, a carpenter, 

Some of the teachers were Miss 
VanTassel, who later married Rev. 
Mr. Jackson, a missionary and died 
in India; A. C. Dafoe, later a lawyer; 
Mr. Mowat and*his sister, Miss Mow- 
at, who was here many years until

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she was superanuated. 


Miss VanTassel was very popular, 
80 much so, that more than one baby 
was called after her. Miss Mowat ap- 
parently did not mind noise—the 
school room as the pupils studied 
outloud and making so much noise 
“vat the principal would rap on the 
partition to get them to be quiet. 
In the winter time, big boys, indeed 
young men would attend school. 

In 1870 a new School Law came 
into effect. By it County Inspectors 
were to be appointed to take the 
place of the superintendents. The 
Superintendent for North Hastings 
ws Mr. Thos. Agar, & very mild and 
gentlemanly man who continued in 
office until the Fall of 1873 when he 
went to Thunder Bay. An inspector 
was not appointed until February, 
1874, when Mr. Wm. Mackintosh was 
which Mr. A. F. Wood was the War- 
den. 

In 1875 a third teacher, 
Clark, was engaged and taught in| 
part of the barracks, a building used_ 
by the Mounted Police at the time 
of the gold excitement and situated 
on the hill about where Mr. Irwin's 
house is. This same year the school 
grounds were enclosed by a fence. 

In 1875 after several years discus- 
sion, at a school meeting, two trustees 
Dr. Loomis and Mr. John Dale, sign- 
ed an agreemnt to build a new school 
but the third, E. D. O'Flynn, refused 
to do so. At each annual meeting the 
matter was brought up until the 
annual meeting for 1877 when Mr. 
O'Flynn: seconded the motion of Mr. 
Thomas Crogs to erect a new school. 

The Board of, Trustees in 1878 
was increased to six members as the 
village was incorporated. The six 
were Messrs. E. D. O'Flynn, Ware- 
ham Tuller, A. F. Wood, A. B. Rosas, 
F. E. Seymour and Jas. Caverly. Mr. 
Seymour was made Setretary ‘and 
held this office for many years. 

In April of the next year, the old 
school was tori down to make way 
for the new one. 

During the erection of the school 
the senior clases were held in a build- 
ing which had been a carriage shop 
owned by Bristols on the land now 
owned by Mrs. Harrison. One class 
met In the Masanic Hall and the 
third, which, had been in the bar- |

racks was in the Town Hall as the 
barracks had been burned on March 
Ist. (One student who was to have 
taught the class in the barracks a 
geography lesson said ‘I am like the 
little boy who said, ‘I’m glad the old 
thing burned down for I don’t know 
my geography lesson no how.” 

This new school is the west part 
of the present school and is describ- 
ed in the County report for that year | 
as “A handsome and commodious 
building. 

It is a two-storey brick structure | 
with a Mansard roof and cupola. The | 
interior contains, on the ground floor 
a large assembly room, furnished. 
with folding seats and desks, a gal- 
lery room and three lobbies. The sec- 
ond storey has two class rooms, fur- ; 
nished like the assembly room, a gal- 
lery room, a library and apparatus 
room and two lobbies. There are 3 
entrances—a front entrance for

entrances for boys and girls ora 


tively. The whole is heated with hot 
air. This school was felt to be an 
honor to the village and county. This 
report also states that in Madoc, an 
excellent commencement has been 
,made in the planting of trees and 
flowers. : 

|. At first, the downstairs partition 
was to the west of the door from the 
boys’ hall—that is the three doors 
opened out of the assembly room, In 
a few years this wall was moved over 
to east of the door into the boys’ hall 
and a door into the primary room at 
the rear was opened. Miss Woolton 
was teaching there then. 

The formal opening of the Model 
School was held October 3rd, 1878, | 
at the time of the Teachers’ Con- 
vention, thogh it was not ready for 
pupils until the 22nd.

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Britain Plans 
Reconciliation of 
Jews and Arabs 


Foreign Secretary Proposes To 
Place Problan Before World 
Tribunal 


; 


“That there should be riots in 
Paléstine and a fury of protest 
from the Arabs because the gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom 
plans a permanent settlement by 
conciliation of one of the bitterest 
controversies in the world today, 
fe something hard to understand. 
It must be that the implications of 
the plan are not clearly under- 
stood, comments the Ottawa Citi- 
gen. 

The . British Foreign Secgetary, 
Mr, Ernest Bevin, emphatically 
@ays that he wants to settle both 
the future of Palestine and the fu- 
ture of the Arab peoples of the 
Middle Eeast, “in a constructive 
way and in a humanitarian spirit.” 

So he proposes to place the 

oblem squarely before the 

nited Nations Organization—in 
other words, before a world-tribun- 
al. What is wrong with that? 


Problem for U.N.O.., 

The nomination of a joint Bri- 
tish and United Stateg committee 
of inquiry is not a mere evasive de- 
vice as some critics think, The 
comniittee’s inescapable duty will 
be to make positive proposals for 
a political and economic settle- 
ment. These proposals will then 
be submitted by the United King- 
dom, as the mandatory power, to 
the United Nations Organization 
with which the final decisions will 
rest. 

Agreement between Jews and 
Arabs will be sought at every 
stage of the proposed inquiry. 
There will be ample discussion and 
every effdrt at reconciliation; for it 
is British policy, as laid down by 
Mr. Bevin, that nothing can be 
settled by force and that radical 
and religious prejudices must be, 
allayed and, if possible, overcome. 

Three Stages of Plan 

In detail, the settlement plan 
will proceed by three stages. First, 
the United Kingdom, as the man- 
datory power, will seek agreement 
with the Arabs to ensure that the 
present rate of Jewish immigra- 
tion inte Palestine, 1,500 a month, 
shall continue for the time being. 

_ Secondly, it will be the duty of 
the Anglo-American-committee of 
inquiry, “with the utmost des- 
patch,” to ascertain, ag a prelimin- 
ary, how many wish to migrate to 

Pclestine. and how many Palestine 
can economically absorb. On the 
outcome of this investigation both 
governments pledge themselves to 
propése an interim solution for 
Jewish settlement both in Palestine 
and outside it. Thus, it ig clear 
that the present limit on Jewish 


immigration will continue only unk 


‘ti the committee’s recommenda- 
tions can be put in force. 

The third etage is that dealing 
with the long-term solution, When 
tke Anglo-American committee 
makes its firal recommendations, 
the United Kingdom government, 
as the mandatory, will prepare and 
submit to the United Nations 
Organization, its own considered 
plan for the future trusteeship of 
Palestine. 

Once the trusteeship is estab- 


lished, the British mandate will 
cease, A world authority will re- 
place it.

THE NORTH HASTINGS REVIEW 
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FERTILIZERS FOR FALL 
USE IN ONTARIO 


The Fertilizers Administrator has 
approved several fertilizer mixtures 
for manufacture and sale throughout 
the Province of Ontario for the Fall 
season. These mixtures are as fol- 
‘ows: 0Q-14-7; 2-12-6; 4-12-6; 4-8-10 
and 4*24-12. With the exception of 
the latter, namely 4-24-12, these are 
all familiar, to Ontario farmers and 
for their particular usefulness under 
specific conditions the new booklet 
published by the Ontario Advisory 
Board provides sound advice. 

With respect to the 4-24-12, this is 
in reality a double strength 2-12-6, 
and since it contains double the a- 
mount of plant food as 2-12-6, only 
one-half the amouunt need be ap- 
plied as in the better known 2-12-6. 

The reason for including this more 
concentrated mixture is that the pro- 
duction of superphosphate from the 
raw rock has been reduced substant- 
ially because of the difficulties in im- 
porting sufficient phosphate rock. 

In order to cope with these emer- 
gency conditions, the Fertilizers Ad- 
ministrator has arranged for the ship- 
ment of the required tonnage of am- 
monium~ phosphate (11-48-0) from 
Trail, B.C. Upon arrival at the 
Eastern Canadian Fertilizer plants it 
will be mixed with the’ required a- 
mount of potash to make up the 4- 
24-12. While it is not a new mixture, 
its use has been confined largely to 
tarmers in Eastern Canada who do 
not possess fertilizer drills, In such 
cases the 11-48-0, or mixtures made

CHARTERED BANKS” 


Announcing in Parliament that the 
Canadian copper-colored “nickels” 
are being withdrawn from circulation 
and expressing the belief that “the 
, movement will be completed within | 
the near future,” the Finance Min-| 
iter added that “the withdrawal was 
being carried out through the chart- 
ered banks.” 

We see so many statements of that 
kind-—that this and that and the 
other thing is being done “through 
the chartered banks’’-that we pay 
little or no attention to them any 
more. | 

But we should stop and think 
| bout it. : 

There are those in this country, no 
large number, perhaps, who count 
that day lost that does not provide 
them with a chance to criticize “the 
banks.” To hear that kind of talk 
you would imagine that “the banks”

do as they please with other people’s | 


money and their own—that they car- 
ry on without let or hindrance, mak- 
ing their own laws and regulations, 
and generally amassing fortunes for 
{their executives and directors. 

The fact is, of course, that bank- 
ing in this Dominion is hedged about | 
by the most rigid restrictions an‘ 
controls—not in these times of ‘‘con- 
trol” alone, but always, in season and 
out of season, in peace as in war. The 
banking laws of Canada are the most 
exacting of altlaws governing Can- 
adian business activities. All bank~) 
ing is done under the eye and super- 
vision of government. And no banking 
system. in the world is sounder from 
the vublic viewpoint. 

The banks of Canada did an im- 
mense job in wartime and are doing 
an immense job in this “transition” 
period. The fact that the public hears 
little about it is an indication of how 
thoroughly it is being done, without | 
grounds for serious complaint. 

How much free or near-free ser- 
vice the chartered banks of Canada} 
give governments and the public we 
do not know, but it must be very 
extensive Nindeed. (Look at the line- 
uns at sa Yaak wicket each week or 
month of people cashing government 
cheaues. It is just one sample of the 
service the banks are giving the pub- 
lic—without much ‘percentage’ in it 
for the banks.) 

This is not a “defence” of the 
hanks or an'“apologia” for them: it 
ig merely an attempt to give to the 
banks of this country some small 
measure of the credit that is due 
them.—- Halifax Herald.

Hello Homemakers! This column 
is written in reply to the many re- 
quests concerning the preparation | 
and cooking of fish. In spite of the 
scarcity of canned fish, supplies of 
freah or frozen fish are available. 

Don't be critical of the frozen fish. 
Freezing preserves the fresh flavor 
and enables you to store it in the 
freezing unit of the electric refriger- 
ator until you wish to cook it. When 
cooking frozen fish, the best results 
are obtained if it is allowed to thaw 
sufficiently to cut into steaks. Allow 
a few minutes longer cooking frozen 
fish--about eight minutes extra bak- 
ing. 

Before we discuss ways of prepar- 
ing fish, may we remind you that it 
is important to know which kinds 
are fat and which are naturally lean, 
especially when the dict is low in fat. 
The common fish ‘ontaining oils are: 
whitefish, herring, mackerel, salmon, 
smelts, mullet and haddock. Lean 
fi-h are: bass, bluefish, cod, flounder, 
halibut, perch, pickerel, pike, lake 
trout and catfish. Oil fish are best | 
for baking; dry or lean fish require 
fat aad some moisture to prevent the 
skin from oursting: or sticking. 


Methods of Cooking Fish 
Baking Whole Fish: Split the trim- 


med fish down_the backbone so that 
the fish will #*Mat. Place in oiled 
‘baking pan skin side down Sprinkic 
with salt. Cover with finely prepar- 
ed bread crumbs, sprinkle with milk. 
Bake in an electric oven of 425 de- 
grees for 15 to 30 mins. according tu 
the size of the fish. 

A. 3-pound fish requires 15 to 30 
mins. and a 6-pound fish 25 to 30 
mins. If the fish becomes too brown 
before cooking period is up, reduce 
the heat. % 
' Baked Whole Stuffed Fish: Fish 
to be stuffed should weigh 3 to 5 
pounds. Clean, scale and remove the 
head and tail if desired. Sprinkle 
with salt inside and out. Stuff and 
sew. Place in an oiled pan and bake 
in an electric oven at 400 degrees 12 
mins., then reduce heat and bake 
80 to 40 mins. according to the thick- 


ness of fish. Allow 10 mins. for each ; 


pound up to. 4 pounds and 5 mins. 
for each additional pound.

Cubic Inch of Wheat 
Yields Huge Harvest 


Toward the relief of Europe's 
starving millions will go some 66- 
650 bushels of wheat from the six- 
year “dynamic kernels” project 
which culminated in ceremonies at 
Adrian, Mich. last week. : 

An estimated 10,000 persons 
watched in awe as 276 farmers who 
participated in the final planting 
hauled the 10 per cent tithe before 
down during six years. Then 
ed wheat into a long, high wall. In 
their minds was the realization that 
66,650 bushels had been harvested 
from a single cubic inch of grain 
sowed in the original planting in 
1940, 

Each year one-tenth of the har- 
vest had heen tithed to the church 
and the remainder had been re- 
planted. The first seeding involv- 
ed only 360 kernels but the sixth 
covered 2,666 acres. 

Instigator of the project was the 
Rev. Clifton Robinson of the 
Cleveland Bible College. His inspi-. 
\ration came from three Biblé 
verses John 12:24, Malachi 3:10 
and Leviticus 25:3. :

King George and the Royal fam- 
ily will spend nearly three months 
on a tour of South Africa early 
next year, approval of final ar- 
rangements by the King disclosed 
last week. 

The scheduled itinerary calls for 
extensive trips to native territories 
and natural preserves. During the 
trip the King will crisscross Rho- 
desia and the Union of South Af- 
rica by rail, automobile and plane. 


The Royal Party, including the 
Queen and Princesses, will leave 
England during the first week of 
February aboard the battleship 
Vanguard, arriving in the middle 
of the month at Capetown, where 
the King will open Parliament. 


From there the Royal Party will 
travel to Pretoria, the seat of ad- 
ministration, which the King and 
his family will use as a base for a 
number of trips. : 

They will spend much of their 
time on the royal train and in a 
royal flight of planes which will 
be waiting in South Africa when 
the Vanguard arrives.

A Long, Cold Drink 


A jar of ready made syrup in 
the icebox for use at a moment's 
notice will prove to be a great time 
and sugar saver, Quite often when 
sugar is added to a cold drink, 
some of it does not dissolve and 
is lost. The syrup is made in the 
proportion of 1 cup of water to 1 
cup of sugar, brought to the boil- 
ing point, scimmed and ‘stored in 
a covered glass jar in the icebox. 


Any syrup or fruit juice left over - 


after canning may also be used. 

Simple cold drinks like lemon- 
ade or orangeade are very much 
improved by the addition of a few 
fresh berries or berry juice. 

The home economists of the 
Consumer Section of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture suggest 
a few recipes for long cold drinks. 


Blueberry Quench 

1 cup blueberries 

1 cup boiling water 

% cup sugar 

Few grains salt 

1 orange, juice and grated rind 

1 lemon, juice and grated rind 

3 cups cold water 

Pour boiling water over bluecber- 
ties, Add grated orange and lemon 
rind and simmer slowly for § min- 
utes, Press through a sieve. Add 
sugar and salt and stir well, Add 
orange and lemon juice. Cool. Be- 


. fore serving add 3 cups of cold 


water Six servings. 


Peanut Butter Shake 


Place peanut butter, honey or eu- 
gar and salt in a bowl with % cup 
of milk. Beat with rotary beater 
untif smooth, Add the remaining 
2% cups of milk with vanilla and 
beat well 
4-5. 


Mash bananas with a fork until 
smooth. Add to the milk and mix 


thoroughly with rotary beater UN.

Cursh 2 cups, of raspberries with

and boil for 2 to 3 minutes, Drain 
through a moist jelly bag, add wa- 
ter to make a cup of juice. Beat 
eggs with salt and honey or sugar 
until light. 
juice and nutmeg, and beat well 
with rotary beater. Chill well be- 
fore serving. 

NOTE: Other unsweetened fruit 
juices may be used instead of rasp- 
berry juice, If sweet fruit juice is 
used, reduce honey or sugar.

VETERANS CORNER 


‘ 


Whenever a vacancy has to be fill- 
ed in the Civil Service you are bound 
to find a member of the Canadian 
Legion. executive staff sitting on the 
examination board as a watchdog of 
the veterans’ rights. This does not 
‘ean that the Legion man is there 
to try and influence the board in 
favor of any one individual, it makes 
a strict policy of avoiding anything 
of this nature. However, it is there 
to make certain that the veteran is 
protected by the Veterans’ Prefer- 
ence. 

The Veterans’ Preference in the 
Federal Civil Service should be @ 
matter of vital interest to all ex-ser- 
vicemen for it affects not only those 
who are, or who wish to be, employe? 
in the Government Service, but vet- 
erans employed anywhere in Canada. 

The War Service preference was in- 
itiated with the logical assumption 

at those who served Canada best 
in time of war should be allowed to 
serve her equally well in peace-time. 

There have been no substantial 
changes in the preference as it was 
in 1939. It consists of two main 
classes which are: 

1. Those who are in receipt. of a 
pension for a war disability which 
prevents return to their pre-war vo- 
cation. 

2. Those who have been on active 
service overseas, or on the high seas. 

This does not mean that persons 
in these two groups will automatic- 
ally be employed upon application 
for a Civil Service position, but it 
does mean that if they qualify for 4 
position they are placed at the top 
of the eligible list above those with- 
out pension or active service. Once 


the veteran is employed in the Gov- 


ernment Service he must hold his 


own with all other Civil Servants, as 
the preference does not apply to pro- 
motuonéi competitions. 

To give the veteran an opportunity 
to make use of this preierencge, the 
Civil Service Commission during v 
late war discontinued the practice of 
making permanent appointments, ex- 
cept for a few which it was consider- 
ed in the public interest to make 
permanent.. The result is that along 
with the civilians who were employea 
in the Government Service during 
the war numerous returned service- 
men are temporary employees. 

The Civil Service Commission, fol- 
lowing up its promise to employ as 
many ex-servicemen as possible, has 
now, embarked on a program which 
involyes @ complete survey of all 
Government departments in an effort 
to determine the number of tempor- 
ary employees who can be replated 
by ex-servicemen. 

For some time there will be a con- 
siderable number of positions thrown 
open for competition, but the Com- 
mission cannot advertise all these 
positions at once, and it has chosen 
to take the government service or 
department at a time. Of course, 
there are other competitions being 
held regularly for positions in all de- 
partments, but these are principally 
positions where specialized qualific- 
ations are required. 

The Commission reports a scarcity 
of veteran applicants for these posi- 
tions, and in many cases is forced to 
re-advertise the positions and re-ex- 
amine the candidates, all of which 
takes up valuable time in their ac- 
celerated program. 

The present policy of the Civil Ser- 
vice Cornmission offers the veteran 
a great opportunity and the Commis- 
sion is anxious to know about any 
cases in which the law and policy do 
not appear to have been fully im- 
plemented. 

Legion Branches should send a re- 
port of any such case to the Domin- 
ion Command so that it can be dis- 
cussed with the Civil Service Com- 
mission and an adjustment made.

The Finnish delegation was 
ejected from the commission and 
was told former enemies must pre- 
sent their views in writing. unless 
invited to appear. 

Prime Minister Ping of Canada 
warned the Conference to stop 
“wasting vital time’ and prepare 
“decent instruments of peace with- 
out endangering the future by 
futile discussions.” 

Washington has prepared a note 
to Moscow rejecting Russia’s pro- 
posal for joint Soviet-Turkish con- 
trol of the Dardanelles and offering 
for the first time to participate in 
the defense of the Straits. 


War of Nerves 


An Anierican transport plane, 
the second within ten days, was 
fired upon and forced down near 
the Yugoslav border while on a 
regular flight to Udine, Italy. The 
last word from the airplane report- 
ed that it was a target for aircrait 
and anti-aircraft missiles about half 
way between Udine and Klagen- 
furt, Austria. 

The seriousness of relations with 


Yugoslavia was emphasized in the + 


release by Washington and London 
of notes strongly rejecting Bel- 
grade’s account of clashes between 
Yugoslav and Allied forces in 
Venezia Giulia. The United States 
charged Yugoslavia with condtrt- 
ing a war of nerves against the 
British and Americans and accused 
Marshal Tito personally of making 
unfounded charges. 


Jet: Plane in Test Flight 


Squadron Leader W. A. Water- 
son, Canadian-born member of the 
British Royal Air Force, achieved 
a “true” air speed of 620 miles per 
hour in a teést flight of the second 
“Star” meteor yet plane in England 
last week. On a similar test flight 
Aug. 14 Group Capt. Donaldson, 
Commander of the . Royal Air 
Force high speed flight, reached 
626 miles per hour. 


Communists in China Mobilize 


Yenan called the 150,000,000 
Chinese in Communist-dominated 
areas to mass mobilization for full- 
scale civil war against the Chiang 
Kai-shek Government.

220 Holstein Cattle Sold At 
Average Price Of $2,037 
To British Buyers 

The names commonly associated 
with the breeds of live stock to be 
found in Canada are those of the 
older lands of Europe, of England 
and Scotland and the farm lands of 
France, Holland and Belgium. 
Ever since farmers from these 
lands came to Canada to build*new 
homes they have been importing 
foundation, or breeding, stock for 
which the older countries were 
famous, says~the Ottawa Journal. 
Their names have become as 
familiar in Canada as in their 
original homes. 

Mass movement of high-class 
breeding stock has now started in 
the other direction, and it is inter- 
esting that one of the largest pur- 
chases of high-class breeding stock 
ever made in Canada is to improve 
and infuse new blood into the dairy 
herds of Britain. 

$10,000 For Heifer 

The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada, largest breed or- 
ganization in the British Empire, 
has just announced sale by Can- 
adian breeders to a special buying 
mission sent out by the British 
Friesian Society of 220 specially 
selected Holstein cattle at a total 
cost of more than half a million 
dollars. The quality of these cattle 
can be judged from the price paid, 
an average of $2,037 at the farm, 
and the fact the animals selected 
met the highest specifications ever 
established for a large scale im- 
portation: The English buyers paid 
$10,000 for one two-months-old 
heifer, a daughter of the famous 
Alcartra Gerben, world’s champion 
butterfat producer. Top price paid 
for a bull was $7,500. 

The fact that British breeders 
and dairy farmers have come to 
Canada for animals of this calibre 
is a tribute to the great strides 
made by breeders in this country. 
There are rumors that other 
British buyers ae interested. Al- 
ready our cattle enjoy a fine vyepu-- 
tation in the United States, many 
have gone to Mexico in recent 
years, to other South American 
countries. Just last week a trans- 
port ‘plane left Toronto with eight 
pure bred Holstein bulls aboard for 
Cuba and Puerto Rico. Seven of 
them had been purchased by the 
Cuban Minister of Agriculture. 
The yong bulls were in the hands 
of their new owners within 12 
hours, the cost about the same as 
when shipped by rail and water. 

33° Ayrshires To U.S. 

The movement of pure bred 
stock is not all in one direction, 
On Saturday at Howick, Que. R. 
R. Ness and Sons sold four recent- 
ly imported Ayrshire cows and 
heifers to a Toronto farm owner 
for a total of $8,000. But at the 
same sale 33 Canadian bred Ayr- 
shires were purchased by U.S. 
buyers. This export business in 
high-class breeding stock has be- 
come a profitable sideline for Can- 
adian farmers, an important factor 
in Canada's export trade and one 
likely to grow.

Care Is Needed 
In Using 2, 4-D 


A warning about the usé of the 
hormone weed-killer 2,4- has been 
issued by the Division of Botany 
and Plant Pathology, Science Ser- 
vice, Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture. Cases are on record 
where the application of this weed 
killer has resulted in injury. to 


nearby vegetable gardens or flower 
beds. 


24-D is selective in its nature 
when applied in the proper concen- 
tration to weeds in lawns; but 
many vegetables, ornamental gar- 
den plants, shrubs, and trees are 
just as likely to be injured as are 
ihe hroad-leaved weeds. 

The yi tht precautions should 
be observed when applying 2,4-D: 

1,\Keep well away from all orna- 
mental plants and garden plots, 


2, Do not apply 2,4-D on a windy 
day. The wind will carry the fine 
spray for some distance. 

3, Clean out all spray apparatus, 
mixing pails, or watcring cans with 
hot soapy water or washing soda, 
followed with a thorough flushing 
out with warm water before using 
for any other purpose.
